Here's help sorting through all of those feelings. 



WHAT TO EXPECT 



that day 

There's no "right" way to feel when you get such bad news — you may 
suddenly sob, but you may also feel shock or numbness. It takes some 
people a little longer to process a death, and that's okay. 



the funeral 



You're hurting — and so is everyone around you at the funeral. But 
when you're all together, honoring the person you lost and allowing 
yourself to experience all the painful emotions, it actually begins the 
process that will ultimately make things better. 

the weeks that follow 

You may already feel mostly healed, but for others, it takes longer. 
You might not be able to concentrate in class. You might flip out on 
friends for no reason. You might even have physical symptoms, like 
shortness of breath or trouble sleeping. Anger, confusion, resentment 
of those who aren't suffering like you are — it's all normal, so be 
patient with yourself and others at this stage. 

a few months later 

Most people still miss the person terribly, but the crushing grief 
symptoms start to let up. So if you're still distracted by your loss on a 
daily basis, it may be time to talk to a counselor, who can help you 
figure out ways to go on living without feeling guilty about it. 
(Go to adec.org, which allows you to search for one in your area.)

what make you beautiful." 

It's that kind of beauty peace 
and inner confidence that has 
turned this 22-year-old from a 
girl with big dreams into 
someone who actually makes 
them happen. Lily was born in 
Surrey, England, but moved to 
Los Angeles, California, at 
5 years old when her parents 
divorced. As a teen, all she 
wanted was to give girls her 
age a voice. So at just 15, she 
started pitching stories to 
teen magazines. After getting 
multiple bylines, Lily then 
decided she wanted to become 
the youngest talk-show host 
ever. She did her research and 
set meetings at major 
networks — then pitched them 
a show about the topics teens 

care about, like news, body image, and teen-parent 
relationships. While some girls would be shaking in 
their booties at the thought of presenting to a packed 
room of execs, Lily wasn't intimidated — she thought it 
was more awkward for the adults! "I think it must have 
been weird for this 16-year-old girl to walk in with pie 
charts and graphs," says Lily. She didn't get the gig 
right away, but it didn't make her doubt herself. "I 
always took 'no' as 'No, not right now,' not 'No, this isn't 
the right job for you.' " She was right: A few years later, 
she landed a spot as a Nickelodeon correspondent, 
interviewing everyone from the Democratic delegates 
in the 2008 presidential election to the Jonas Brothers 
on the Kids' Choice Awards preshow in 2009. 

Next step in Lily's girl-power plan: to change the rules 
of modeling. She had always loved fashion, and would 
hit flea markets to find designer bargains. But at only 
five-feet-five, she didn't get bookings because she was 
"too short." Rather than give up, she practiced until she

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could walk in six-inch heels to level the playing field 
against taller girls. She ultimately walked the runway 
for Tommy Hilf iger and ended up in the pages of British 
Vogue. She was even named International Model of the 
Year by Spain's Glamour in 2008. 

But it's not her crazy list of achievements — or that 
she's the daughter of music legend Phil Collins — that 
makes her so cool. It's that she manages to be ambitious 
yet totally down-to-earth at the same time. "My last 
name may have opened doors, but I have to keep them 
open," she says. It's that authenticity that attracted 
Taylor Lautner, who described her as "super-open and 
funny and goofy." (The two reportedly dated for several 

months during their work 
together on Abduction.) 

It may seem like she has 
the perfect life, but not 
everything has gone 
100 percent smoothly for 
Lily — she was turned down 
for Jenny on Gossip Girl, the 
title character in Juno, and 
Shailene Woodley's part in 
The Descendants. "I look at 
auditions as acting class," she 
says. "I had to learn that each 
one is its own experience that 
you take on to the next." All 
those struggles were worth 
it — they helped her land the 
biggest role of her career: 
Snow White! Lily opened up 
to Seventeen about what it 
really takes to find confidence 
and follow your dreams. 



17: How does it feel to be considered one of 
Hollywood's hottest young actors? 

It's weird having been the one who used 
to interview people to now being the one getting 
interviewed. It's a complete honor to be among young 
women I've loved watching on screen — Emma Stone, 
Rooney Mara, Jennifer Lawrence, Shailene Woodley, 
Chloe [Grace]Moretz, and Elle Fanning are extremely 
talented. I like Lizzie Olsen, too. We did a small video 
project together in high school, and I ran into her 
recently, and it's like, "Wow, congrats on what you're 
doing!" And she's like, "Hey, congratulations to you too!" 
Of course there's competition. But at the end of the day, 
everybody really is happy for each other. It's a nice feeling. 

17: Which is harder, being judged as an actor or for 
how you look as a model? 

LC: I think it's more difficult as a girl growing up, and 
coming into her own, and being judged just on the 
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way she looks. I got into modeling because I love 
fashion, I love makeup, and I love playing dress-up! 
But I've always been a strong advocate of girls' 
confidence and self-awareness. I've helped create 
programs and charities that go into open conversation 
about girls' body image. 

17: What makes you a good friend? 

I'm a good listener. In high school I did a teen 
therapist program called Peer Support, and in that 
you're taught that sometimes all it takes is listening 
and asking the right questions for the other person to 
come up with an answer on her own — it's not always 
about giving advice. I think in today's world there is so 
much Tweeting, Facebook, and e-mails that face-to- 
face talking is a novelty. 



17: What were you like in 
high school? 

LC: I was a floater; I didn't 
have a specific group. What 
I loved so much about my 
school is everyone had her 
own things going on. You're 
creative in an artsy area or 
you do sports or science, but 
everyone respected and 
appreciated everyone else's 
talent. I never felt there was 
that kind of cliquey nature. 

17: Who is your celeb crush? 

It's weird to have celebrity 
crushes now because I could 
actually meet them or work 
with them! When I was 
younger, it was definitely 
Leonardo DiCaprio in 
Titanic. I had pictures of him 
and I had 'NSYNC posters. 
I had the biggest crush on 
Justin Timberlake! 
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that he's gotten through the years and he gives it right 
back — to me, that makes a good leading man. 

17: Armie Hammer plays your prince in Mirror Mirror. 
Who's your idea of a real-life Prince Charming? 

Somebody who can make me laugh at the drop of a 
hat, and is an old-school gentleman, who sweeps me off 
my feet in a quirky way, either by writing me a letter or 
surprising me. I like someone I can have a really fun time 
with and be extremely goofy with, but at the same time 
have a serious conversation with. 

17: What are your relationship deal breakers? 

Somebody who's not open-minded. I love talking to 
new people and hearing different perspectives and 
formulating my own ideas based on conversations. I 
don't know how I'd be able to have a conversation with 

somebody if they're not 
willing to listen. 

17: What's the best 
love advice you've 
ever received? 

You need to go into a 
relationship knowing 
who you are, and being 
confident in who you are, 
and bringing yourself to 
the table. And not going 
into [a relationship] 
trying to change 
somebody is really 
important as well.

W w statement was meant to inspire 
ideas for our senior class projects, but as I stared at 
the form, I didn't know how to respond. People had 
taken on new hobbies like massage therapy or dog 
training or baking, but I wanted to do something 
bigger, something that would make a huge impact.

that I'd follow the same path just because I'm Latina 
and a part of this family. I'm grateful for everything 
my mom has given up for me, but I couldn't help 
thinking, Did it have to be that way? 

It felt like a puzzle I needed to solve. Then I came 
up with an idea. What if I faked my own pregnancy? 
I could find out firsthand what it's really like to be 
judged— and challenge the idea that a stereotype 
has to define your future.
